Dear Mr. Weisberg: 

Do not know whether you saw Bob Considine’s syndicated column 
under today's date or not. It appeared in the Philadelphia Inquirer, and 
it attacked your book among others. For some reason, I finally got hot 
under the collar, and I have written a reply to Kr. Considine. I am 
enclosing a carbon copy of my letter to him. I have also sent this copy 
to the *^etters to the Editor” column of the Inquirer, asking them to 
publish it. The only addition to the one I sent to the Inquirer is the 
following preface* 

To the editor of the Philadelphia Inquirer: 

I have just written a letter to your columnist. Bob 
Considine. I believe that when you publish a column 
such as the one he wrote for today that you should be 
fair enough to print a criticism of it. Therefore, I 
submit this copy of my letter to Mr. Considine, in hopes 
that you will publish it. 

Of course, I do not think there is any liklihood that the newspaper will 
actually publish my letter, and I doubt very much if I will receive any 
reply from Considine. But, I thought you'd appreciate knowing that I did 
write to both him and the paper, in defense of your book. The only hope 
I think I'd have of having the letter published would be if the editor 
considered it an item of interest for the Nov. 22nd edition. But, since 
this is a morning paper, the 22nd edition will come out tomorrow night. 

The column to be used has probably already been set up in print, so there 
is actually little chance that they'd print my letter. 

The tapes I men tinned to you are mostly television tapes^ there 
is only one radio tape. The TV tapes feature Oswald's voice in two spots 
as I recall. One part has already been reprinted in TOITEWASH, and the 
other part escapes my recollection at the moment, although I remember it 
to be quite short. Probably just a short denial.. As I offered before, you 
may have copies of the tapes if you want thou., i do not have time to play 
them through, since they take many hours, and I don't have them indexed. 

Some day. I’ll do that. I should have done it when I was out of work. 

On the radio tapes, there is reference to the doctors describing 
Kennedy's neck wouAd as an entrance wound, and this is vrithin two hours or 
so after the shooting. 

Considine implies that WHITEWASH has now gone beyond the point 
of private printing. Is it commercially published now? 

You mention that your new book needs editing, but ¥dll probably 
not get it. That is your decision, of course, but if I were the author, I'd 
want it perfect in the first printing. If there is any proof-reading or 
editing that you'd like me to do, I'd be more than happy to oblige (for free. 
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•f course)# I*d put all my free time int# it until it was oempleted* 

It is interesting to me that Oswald was never heard te express 
dislike of Kennedy, and that in fact he praised Kennedy ta DeMahrenschildt . 
In addition, he told Marina he*d vate for Connelly if he ever got a chance 
to vote in Texas when Cannally was running far Governor# 

Further, that when Robert visited Osv/ald in the jail, Oswald 
was not in the least ••shook up“, and told Robert not to be concerned about 
the "so-called evidence" they were using against him# 

Still further^ according to Sylvan Fox*s book, there was one 
hell of a lot of lying by the people 'vdio claimed to have witnessed Tippit*s 
murder* Including the fact that two men stood over Tippitt’s body, then 
drove off fast in a car* Several people stated that they were the "only 
person** with Tippitt’s body till the ambulance got there* How many "only 
persons" can there be? One knowing nothing about the other* 

It would seem that politically, the only people to gain by 
Kennedy’s death would be the Right* Now, whether the Russians that 
Marina associated with, even deserted Lee to live with, might not be on 
the Right, but certainly were on the right as far as comparison to 
Owwald is concerned* The Paine garage was more accessible to the Paines 
6uad Marina and even visitors than it was to Oswald, who was only there 
a couple of days a week# The rifle was supposedly in the garage# You 
have pretty conclusively proven that some people deliberately set Oswald 
up for a "frame" beforehand* 

In any case, Considine, Pearson, and the rest persist in 
ridiculing writers such as yourself who want to bring out the truth# 

I wonder about this very much. Considine, Pearson and Company are not 
columnists because they are stupid# I doubt that their columns are 
written because of ignorance of their subject# Well, anyway, I will 
not take any more of your time* Hope you *11 one day let me know the 
names of the witnesses who have died in the past three years. I do hope 
1*11 be reading a copy of your new book soon*
